Upon his death several 
years ago, B. F. Sehneck took up the 
business affairs of bis father and ex­ 
hibited keen business judgment and 
his efforts were rewarded bv remark­ 
able success. 
He devoted the major portion of 
bis time to the management of the 
Seymour Woolen Mills of which he 
was president and treasurer. 
After 
he took over the direction of the 
mills ho made extensive improve­ 
ments and additions and the capa­ 
city of the plant was greatly en­ 
larged. 
Under bis management as 
well as that of his father the mills 
were 
successfully 
conducted 
and 
have become one of the principal 
manufacturing institutions of this 
city. 
Mr. Scbneck was vice-president 
and a director of the First National} 
Bank in this city. 
Until about a 
year ago he served as a member of 
the board of school trustees in this 
city having been honored bv re-elec­ 
tion for several terms. 
Ile was grad­ 
uated from the Shields high school 
here and was the first member of the 
school board to be a graduate of the 
local high school. 
His interest in 
the advancement of the school system 
here was manifest throughout the 
time that he was connected with the 
education administration. He resign­ 
ed from the board about a year ago, 
due to the condition of hiit health and 
the advice of bis physician to re­ 
linquish some of the work which he 
had undertaken. 
Mr. Schneck was a member of the 
board of trustees of the Schneck 
Memorial Hospital, 
an. institution 
which was built by his mother in 
memory of his deceased father. 
He 
was actively interested in the work 
of the Trinity M. E. church and for a 
number of yeajs has been a member 
of the board of trustees of that 
congregation.

tury’s bitterness and woe today with 
the greatest celebration in her his­ 
tory, the victory parade. 
Hundreds 
of thousands of people from all parts 
of the country crowded 
into Paris 
and cheered! the 
allied 
soldiers in 
their five 
mile triumphal 
march 
through the heart

the city.

was the day France had 
awaited 
since her

Prussians in 1870 and she made the 
most of it.

And 
tie explains it thus: “Sound travels 
about 1,000 feet per second at 0 degree 
or 205 feet in one-fourth second. 
The soldier next the drummer steps 
with tile drum-bent, tile soldier -do 
feet in the rear is one-fourth second 
tate abd has Ids foot in the air when 
the foot of ilie f n n t man is on the 
ground. 
This is because they march 
at 120 steps per minute (two steps per 
second), which gives one-half a step in 
one-fourth second. 
Hence tile soldier 
who hears the signal one-fourth sec­ 
ond late will fall one-half step behind. 
The feet are seen to strike the ground 
in receding waves as the sound passes 
down the line. If the drum stops, ttie 
men in two or three seconds get into 
perfect step again and go with a sway 
and swing absent at other times.

Both chicks and adult fowls p ro b ­ 
ably suffer m ore from extrem e heat 
than from extrem e cold according to 
the P urdue U niversity P o u ltry De- 
pa rhm-nt and fo r this reason every 
possible m eans should he taken to 
protect them during the hot m onths 
of the year. 
Poultry h o u se' should not be d e ­ 
pended on for shade in m idday since 
they are. a- a rule, unbearably hot 
not only because of their low' roofs 
which absorb h eat rapidly, but also 
because the air space in them is quite 
limited, unless special provision fo r 
ex tra 
summer ventilation is 
made. 
Fowls will be m uch more com foriabie 
outdoors under bushes or trees where 
these are available.

SIX CULTIVATIONS OF CORN 
* WILL INCREASE PRODUCTION 


Six cultivations of corn, four o r­ 
dinary and two one-horse, are urged 
by Prof. A. T. W iancko, of Purdue 
University, as one m eans of increas­ 
ing corn production. 
An experiment 
conducted fo r four y e a rs by Purdue 
proved th at this system of co m cul­ 
tivation gave the best results. 
P ro fe sso r 
W iancko 
said, 
“The 
fir-t regular cultivation 
should be 
given as soon as .the row s can be 
easily followed. 
Subsequent culti­ 
vations should be timed according to 
the condition of the soil and the a p ­ 
p earance 
of 
weeds. 
W henever a 
cru st forms, 
the 
soil 
-hould he 
worked over no m a tte r how soon thai 
is a fte r the last cultivation. 
Care 
should alw ays be taken in cultivat­ 
ing th at the surface be kept level.” 
No definite rule can be laid down as 
to the frequency of cultivation, hut 
the condition of the soil, the c h a r­ 
ac te r of the season and the trouble 
from weeds m ust be tak en as a guide. 
The carinal 
principles 
of 
keeping 
down {he weeds an d preserving a 
loose soil mulch m u st be 
kept in 
mind a t all times. 
W hen the corn 
becomes too high fo r a tw o -horse 
cultivator a one-horse, n arrow -tooth 
or five shovel cu ltiv ato r should be 
used. 
As to the depth of cultivation, it 
seems adisable under o rdinary con­ 
ditions to cultivate deeply the first 
time and then go a little shallower 
ea<*h time until the third cultivation 
is reached a fte r which it should be 
as shallow' as possible in order to 
prevent injury to the roots.

Before the world war, Mr. More 
pointed out, there wa* the so-called 
leisure 
class in America, but

conflict showed the way 
work to 
every one. 
America prides herself in 
the fact that everyone wrorks. 
A 
few years ago, he said, people would 
ask, "what can I d o t ” 
But now they 
ask "where eau I serve?” 
He gave 
apt illustration- of w ar service, in 
the Red Cross work, Y. M. (’. A. and 
other war organizations is proof of 
his point. 
Before the war money was regard­ 
ed as an index of wealth, and people 
devoted their entire time and effort j 
to its accumulation. 
But the war! 
opened the eyes of the world and 
pointed a new service. 
Money was 
Tenanted by the war world, he said, 
and it is earned now for the service 
that can be done with it. 
Christ’s 
rtruth that "it is more blessed to give 
than to receive” is becoming more 
forcible each dav, the speaker stated. 
Speaking of the new conception of 
justice,
